If the secretary of war grants the 
petition of the taxpayers it will mean 
a decided improvement for this city and 
will open u j a territory that has never 
been in use. 


It will mean new docks and new fac­ 
tory sites aud to those industries al­ 
ready located on the river, such asth* 
Wolverine sugar factory, 
McCord’* 
brick yard and others it will jbe a de­ 
vantage. 


Years ag< before Benton Harbor was 
much of a p ace, but was surrounded 
by immense peach 
orchard.-, 
lake 
steamers went up the Paw Paw and 
received fruit, and ato n e time a lum­ 
ber yard was located where McCord’s 
brick yard now stands. 


The only people who will object to 
this decided improvement will probably 
be the railroad companies. 
It wi.l 
necessitate the Pere Marquette build­ 
ing two new swing bridge? and the Big 
Four will have to build one. 
Besideo 
tne building of the new bridges it will 
be necessary to hire bridge tenders. 


The city of Benton Harbor and Ben­ 
ton township would also have to build 
two new bridges but the many advan­ 
tages to be gained by both the town­ 
ship and city would more than pay.

St Joseph river boats could land pas­ 
sengers at the new Higman’s Michi­ 
gan resort which will be one of the 
most attractive resorts in the state.
